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In Mcw of the htterogencoiis nature of the collection 
of leaxcb and cuttings from Illuminated Manus^npls 
a classification has been made following the place of 
origin (Netherlandish, German, Cnglisli. etc ). and the 
entnes in each section have been placed, as far as 
possible, in a chronological order 
Since the catalogue was prepared onginallj in 
190S by Mr S C Cockerell and Lt Col E F Strange,

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The fragments of Illuminated Manuscripts desenbed 
in this catalogue ha\e been acquired for the Museum 
from ^ anous sources, e\ er since its estabhsliment ; 
and they ha\e been largely used as examples of the 
arts of miniature painting, illumination, and hand- 
i\nting by artists and art students throughout the 
hingdom As the collection includes not a feu examples 
of first-rate importance, it has been thought desirable 
to embody the uhole of the detailed descriptions of 
them in the present publication, and to add illustrations 
of some of the best and moat tj'pical pieces It should 
be pointed out that the Museum ism no ua> responsible 
for the ^a^dallsm which has caused the mutilation 
of the ^olumes from uluch these fragments ha\e 
been rcmo\ed Tlic damage having been done, it 
IS now possible onl> to preserve carefuUj such relics as 
still may be found But it is cunous to record that, m 
the course of making this catalogue, a number of pieces, 
acquired at different times, have been identified as 
having come from the same books, and are now, for 
the first time since their destruction, brought together 
again In a few instances fragments m the Museum 
hav c been also identified with MbS or portions of MSS , 
in other collcction<4 Thus, the British Muscum'possesses 
leaves from the same books as 800- 94 p 10 and 
816-94, p SO, Mr \ates Thompson has four leaves 
from the Domiiucan Antvphoner of which eight more are 
herein desenbed (8997 AH pp 7, 8) , and also three 
volumes of the Beauprt Antiphoner to vvhicli must have 
belonged the two portions of leaves said to have been 
rescued from the Library at the siege of Strasbutg 
(7939 7940, pp 10 11) , while Mr S C Cockerell owns

Tlie collection is specially strong m Netherlandish 
work of the 14th century (the term being used to 
include Flemish, Dutcli and Lower Rhenish productions) 
Tlicrc arc some good specimens of German writing and 
illumination, of the 12th and 13th, and a very large 
number referable to the 15th and early I6th centunes , 
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among which latter the immature by George Beck, 
reproduced as the frontispiece to this \ olume, is certainly 
the most notable Of Engbsh work there is but one 
piece of any value, but that is probably the best in the 
whole collection 816-'94, p 50, already referred to, 
IS a leaf from a Book of the GospeL* of the second half 
of the 12th century, contaimng (on both sides) 42 
representations of scenes from the Passion of Our Lord 
Another leaf is in the British Museum, and has been 
reproduced in the “ Reproductions from Illummated 
Jlanuscnpts *' (Senes III , 1908), published by the 
Trustees A tlurd leaf is known to exist, but its present 
whereabouts has not been ascertained English work 
to strengthen the collection will probably be acquired 
if opportunity offers, but the deficiencies in this respect 
are to some extent made good bj the collection of 
photographs and other reproductions in the Library 
A senes of examples of the fine Trench work of the 
late I3th and Nth centimes can be referred to , 
and the mutilated leaf from the Autun Missal of 
Cardmal Jean Rohn (8122 p 67) is also of particular 
interest The Itabanspecimensare fairly representative 
of the later schools 4147, p 84 although somewhat 
damaged is unusually fine of its kind and the large 
initial M by Girolamo dai Libn (817-'94. p 87) is an 
authentic (and signed) work of that great miniatunst, 
in exceptionallj good preservation Tliere are also a 
few pieces of late Spanish work, chiefly useful as 
examples of wnting , and one rare and interesting leaf 
from a Byzantine Book of the Gospels attnbutcd to the 
12th century (89S0 E, p 96) 

The whole of the collection has now been mounted 
and labelled A subject index has been made, and is 
printed at the end of this catalogue 

Tlie measurements arc in inches tlie height being 
first given In cases where a page has not been cut, its 
full size, including margin^ has been recorded The 
sires given in the titles to the illustrations arc those 
of the actual portions reproduced.
